for Pitman following his escape 
from the Baxter County Jail 
here early Saturday morning, 


Edmonds, 49, the father of 


three, was killed during the 
jailbreak when he and another 
officer were overpowered by 
Pitman. Edmonds was felled by 
two bullets, police said today. 
Previous reports said that he; 
had been hit three times.

Hlckman moved in from 


two blocks away and quickly 
made the arrest. 


He said Pitman dived under

Pitman to come out from un- 
der the truck, hold his hands 
up and move with his back 
towards the officers. 


Pitman offered no resistance, 


police said.

January day in 1941, a young 
lawyer from Hope took his seat 
in the Arkansas General As- 
sembly as state representative 
from Hempstead County. 


Six governors, 
a world war, 


the 
space race and countless 


thousands of bills later, 55-year- 
old Rep. Talbot Feild Jr. of 
Hope is still holding forth as one 
of the House 
leaders. 
Feild 


holds the distinction of being the 
only pre-World War n member 
of the House. Sen.Lee Bearden 
of Leachville is the only senator 
to serve prior to the war. 


Feild who took time out from 


his legislative career twice—to 
serve in World War II and later 
to run for prosecuting attorney 
— hopes to put a new feather in 
his cap if all goes well for him 
in this year's legislative elec- 
tions. 


For the First time in his long 


career in the General Assembly 
he is a candidate for speaker of 
the 
House. The only other 


announced 
candidate is Rep. 


Hays McClerkin of Texarkana. 
By a quirk of coincidence the 
two sit side-by-side in the House 
chamber. 


Feild who is chairman of the 


powerful House Rules Commit- 
tee said he had been persuaded 
by his colleagues to seek the 
House speakership. 


"It 
has been many years 


since Hempstead County has had 
a representative to serve as 
speaker 
of 
the House" he

declared, 
"And I feel it would 


be an honor for my people if I 
could be elected to this position, 
So 
really 
it is the people 


running as much as it is me." 


Feild said he felt his chances 


are excellent at this stage. A

speaker will be elected formally 
on the opening day of the 1969 
General Assembly. 


A native of Hope, Feild is a 


graduate of Hope 
High School 


and the University of Arkansas' 
School of Law. He has practiced 
law at Hope since graduating— 
except for 
the time he served 


as a naval aviator. 


He 
got his 
first taste of 


politics 
in 1938 when he ran 


fourth in the eight-man race for 
two legislative seats. He came 
back 
two 
years 
later and 


triumphed. In 1948 he was un- 
successful 
in 
his bid f o r 


prosecuting attorney, He was 
elected to the House in 1952 and 
has served continuously since 
the 1953 session. 


Feild has a total of 20 years in 


the House and is tied with three 
other members for seniority. 


Feild is one of the most active 


members 
of the 
Legislative 


Council, the off-season arm of 
the General Assembly. His most 
recent 
concern is the U. S. 


Treasury D e p a r t m e n t ' s 
decision to 
remove the tax- 


exempt 
status 
of industrial 


bonds issued by cities and coun- 
ties. 


Feild 
said he — like most 


legislators — is seriously con- 
cerned over Arkansas financial 
plight. 


"It is 
my judgment 
that a 


determination should be made 
— and the expenditure of funds 
should be reduced proportionate 
to the budgetary reflections of 
an impending deficit," he said. 


"I know the people of my 


county do not want more taxes. I 
know they want us to curtail ex- 
penditures and have the cost of 
government stay within the in- 
come." 


He suggested that the Rocke- 


feller administration might try 
some belt-tightening in order to 
stabilize the financial situation.

Q—I have heard that plac- 


ing pieces of cotton soaked in 
witch hazel on one's closed 
eyelids is a good way of re- 
laxing and rejuvenation. Is 
this true?

A—Witch hazel water has 


no special powers but it does 
smell good. If a little got in 
your eye it would prove mildly 
irritating but the tears would 
wash it away and no perman- 
ent harm would result. 


Q—What is the cause of 


blepharitis? Is it due to smog? 
None of the medicines I have 
used has helped me. Is there 
any cure for it? 


A—Blcphartis or inflamma- 


tion of the lids may be caused 
by irritating cosmetics or un- 
corrected errors of refraction, 
especially 
astigmatism. 
A 


smog that caused conjuncti- 
vitis might by extension cause 
or aggravate a blepharitis. In 
some persons blepharitis is an 
indication of poor 
general 


health. 
Improvement would 


follow closer attention to ade- 
quate rest, diet and exercise. 


If the blepharitis is chronic 


it is often hard to cure. Keep- 
ing the lids clean and free of 
crusts and applying yellow 
oxide of mercury ointment 
every night should help. 


Q—My eyes are dry and 


burn all the time. My doctor 
gives me drops but they re- 
lieve the burning only temp- 
orarily. What do you advise? 


A—Dryness of the eyes may 


be caused by infections, burns 
or drooping of the lower lids.

esterday was my lucky day. 
Four months ago Hope Star 
lost a $7,52 discount — but 


recovered 
it yesterday. I was 


explaining it to Henry Haynes, 
who happened by the office, and 
he said the situation paralleled 
many an experience 
in mer- 


chandising. 


Our case was that of a shop 


supplier 
who ships from Ten- 


nessee but bills us from Chica- 
go. The invoice takes a discount 
if paid within 10 days — a cute 
device which stabs operators who 
pay off but once a month. My 
defense is to warn the staff to 
inspect every invoice for dis- 
count terms, and if one calls 
for payment within 10 days it 
is put on my desk for immediate 
payment. 


Back in February, however, 


this supplier's invoice popped 
up on the invoice file with the 
discount deadline expired — and 
I suspected the staff of having 
routed the bill around my desk. 
They denied it, so I set up a dog- 
watch on the next shipment from 
this particular supplier. 


The new shipment came in 10 


days ago, but up to noon yester- 
day there was no invoice in the 
house. I telephoned Chicago, de- 
manded the late-running invoice, 
and at the same time notified 
them I would deduct not only the 
current discount but also the one 
we missed last February —and 
Chicago agreed. 


In some respects every busi- 


ness seems absurd except your 
own. But there are common 
denominators 
which make all 


businesses alike. Discounts are 
just part of the universal story. 


Years ago when I was a young 


fellow in Arkansas doing busi- 
ness with the home bank in Penn- 
sylvania the distant banker re- 
marked: 


"Newspapers 
are a crazy 


business. Everything is upside 
down. For instance, you claim 
circulation as an asset, when 
it's really a liability — you take 
people's subscription money and 
have the liability of delivering 
the paper to them for a year." 


Nevertheless circulation is an 


asset— for it's the base on which 
you sell advertising ... 70 per 
cent of a newspaper's income. 


We're not the only "upside 


down" business. How about that 
Pennsylvania banker who was 
second-guessing me ? His state- 
ment, like every other bank state- 
ment, is "upside down" too. 


A bank reports deposits as a 


liability. But for operating pur- 
poses they are an asset, the 
size of deposits being kept pro- 
minently in the public eye for 
they are the base of a bank's 
ability to make loans and pro- 
fits. 


Asset . . . liability .,. truly, 


every business is absurd except 
your own.

my thrusts both around Saigon 
and in South Vietnam's northern 
sector were aimed at giving the

one enemy force surrounded 
near Hue and others withdraw* 
ing from around Dong Ha after 
losing more than 1,000 men in 
six days of close-quarter fight- 
ing. 


The battle in southwest Saigon 


today began when an estimated 
150 Viet Cong trying to push Into: 
the city attacked a South Viet?-, 
namese outpost near the Kinh- 
Dot'Canal. 


Armored personnel carriers 


from the U.S. 9th Infantry Divlr 
sion moved in to cut them off*; 
The infantrymen reported kill- 
ing 35 enemy soldiers, and five 
Americans were wounded. 


The fighting subsided for a 


time, andrthe surviving Viet 
Cong made a break for the 
bridge across the canal and into 
the city. But a second Company, 
of,,9th Diyiston.armpred person-; 
nel carriers got to the bridge* 
first and pushed the Viet Cong 
into a factory building. 


South 
Vietnamese 
rangers 


took up blocking positions east 
of the factory, and the Ameri- 
can armored force moved in on 
the trapped Viet Cong. 


U.S. helicopter gunships and 


South Vietnamese dive bombers 
also attacked the Viet Cong in- 
vaders and other guerrillas 
holding out in a shantytown on 
Saigon's western edge. 


A senior U.S. officer said the 


main enemy threat was along 
the city's western finges, where 
the Viet Cong has an estimated 
two battalions near Saigon's 
Tan Son Nhut airport, but "wo 
have the situation definitely in 
hand."
